their building programs of millions of dollars, 
and stadiums .seating tens of thou.sand£, regist- 
ration running up over the ten thousand mark- 
may tio.ssibly impres.s us as having a little edge 
on U.Ï. 

Well. perhap,s they have, in that they can 
turn out more peojjle who are entitled to place 
two or three magic initials alter their names. 
They nuiv be a little ahead of us wheti their 
atliletic budgets run up around a quarter of a 
million doUai-s a y(;ar,- . It niay be considered a 
sign of impro\ejneiJt in colleges when about 
eight official and approved social functions at 
one of them can be announced for a busy week- 
end. We don't think so.

Since 1 am on the subject of criticism today, I sM a 
good chance to drag in .St. John IrWnc, witom I mentioned 
u\v weeks ago in comic-ction with Arotrican slang. This 
man is the dratnalic editor of tlic New York World, for- 
merly of various London papers, and was imported special* 
!y for tliit .ol', viiich '.pnhi quiu. a little for hij ability. He 
lias been wckonvd with oikd arms by New V'ork, and the 
leading trade w'cckly, "\'aricty," has been featuring his 
opinions on tlic various shows, something that it has never 
done before with a daily reviewer. 

-Mr. Jlrvini: is thorouçlily J-liiglish, and a humorous Eng- 
li-jlimau al his best is a rare treat. He has refreshingly 
foreign and unsophisiicaicd — in the Kcw York sense of the 
word— j)oint of view, and Iiis work is an almost perfect 
exainjilc of the impressionistic review. .'Mthough lie oflcu 
waiideii off and around liie jxjint, his comment is ahv.iys 
amusing, and with more than a little truth behind it.
